except that the fire did occur, not one single 
other fact has been brought forward to sup- 
port such a view.

The 
trains were part and parcel of many a man 
and woman’s daily life in Dunedin, Nothing 
was so easy and so convenient as to jump 
into a tram-car. The show and races had 
been held the week before, and they were 
very largely patronised. "When the public 
woke up on the Sunday morning to hear 
that the care were all destroyed, the first 
question was. Whatever will we do 1 On 
Sunday witliont the busy trains careering up 
and down the streets, the town looked quite 
deserted. The clergy in their serniona 
mentioned the fire, and positively prayed 
that the proprietor might recover bis loss. 
When one remembers that not many months 
ago the clergy made very serious objections 
to the trains running on Sunday, it will be 
seen that the trains had become a thorough 
and recognised institution. Mr Proudfoot 
is a big loser by the affair, being insured 
only to within some £7000 or £8000 of the 
value of what was destroyed. The fire made 
a terrible wreck of everything ; one could 
scarcely believe (hat flames would make so 
deplorable a mess of an engine. The enter- 
prising proprietor did not long cry over the 
loss of spilt milk,, for within a couple of days 
he had men at work on new cars, and by the 
holiday time he hopes to have everything in 
going order again. 

The renowned pianist Ketten is not doing 
nearly so well as he ought to do in Dunedin.

He 
works it Into a perfect fury, moving his arms 
like sledge-hammers, his whole body in- 
deed, scalp and all, taking part in what 
he is doing ; so ihat after ho rises 
from a performance he looks and no 
doubt feels like one exhausted. Good 
gracious 1 how ho does beh-ave towards that 
piano 1 “ Bang” goes Ketten and “ whirr” 

goes the piano, until the lookers-on begin to 
wonder whether anything either o.f instru- 
ment or performer will be left to tell the tale. 
He delights in working up every note into a 
conglomeration of what, to an uneducated 
ear, seems something like eternal discord ; 
then cslming down, a single magic touch will 
reproduce divine harmony. The listener 
gets affected like the player, for as Ketten 
bangs and drives and rushes up and down 
the keyboard, sitting np almost ia his chair, 
and doing his best to knock all the notes into 
one, the listener begins to feel his teeth 
Betting and his back arching, as if he would 
like to be in at the death at least.

The Viceroy {the Marquis of Eipon), who had 
recovered from the fever which i ecently attacked 
him at Allahabad, north-west provinces, ia now 
detained at that town by a serious sunstroke 
which ho has received, his Excellency is com- 
pletedly prostrated, but his medical atteudant 
gives hopes of his early recovery. 

December 9, 

Frequent telegrams have come to hand from 
Allahabad regarding the state of the Marquis of 
Ripon. The latest- bulletin reports that his 
Excellency ia rapidly recovering from the effect 
of sunstroke, and is now out of danger. 

Cape Town, December 9, 
News ia to hand from the seat of hostilities in 
Basutoland and the adjoining districts that, after 
several severe engagemente between the Colonial 
forces and the tribes of Pondoa, the latter have, 
owing to a suceessiou of defeats, been utterly 
routed. 

London, December 9.' 
News has been received of another serious 
murderous outrage in Ireland. A bailiff, while 
executing a decree fol the eviction of a tenant 
from a farm at Cookstewn , in Uounty Tyrone, 
was set upon by the tenant and a number of Ips 
sympathisers, and murdered by them before he 
could escape. ,,

Only 
one woman has undergone capital punish- 
ment, in the person of Elizabeth Scott, in 
November, 1863, for the slaying of her 
husband. 

A gentleman who has' just reached Dun- 
edin from Sydney stated that it is intended 
to exhibit Miss Kate Kelly and her brother 
Jim throughout New Zealand and America. 
The entertainment is expected to comprise 
riding on their own horses, which they in- 
tend to take with them from place to place 
as an additional attraction. 

“ Mr Norton is recovering." This cable- 
gram has reference to the case of the Dubbo 
magistrate shot by his paramour, particulars 
of which appeared in our supplement last 
week. There is no doubt that the bullet 
entered his skull ; but what it injured, or 
where it finally lodged, is a mystery which 
even the doctors are not able to solve. . 

It will be remembered that some time back 
a tragedy occurred in San Francisco, in which 
J. C. Kalloch deliberately walked into the 
ofiioB of Mr. Da Young, of tTfie Chronicle 
.office, and shot him dead. .The murderer 
was subsequently tried for the offence, and 
the juiw brought in a verdict of justifiable 
homicide, and the culprit was discharged 
from custody. So much for American 
justice. ' , 

Te. Whiti, the Maori prophet, has ex- 
pressed himself in a very decided manner 
respecting Tuhi. Te ,Whiti's words are ; 
“I am in no way responsible. He must 
bear hia own punishment, since he followed 
his own ways. 1 have , always preached 
against bloodshed. My song is the song of 
peace. The Maori has bitten like a cur ; let 
him die a cur.” 

In an article on Colonial Federation the 
Daily Times says that not until the whole 
political character .of Victoria, from her 
leading public men down to her mob, en- 
tirely changes, or until she is completely 
outstripped in progress and outweighted in 
infiuence by the other colonies, as she surely 
will be— not until then will there be any 
substantial prospect of Australian Federa- 
tion. ' 

In the Tuapeka district the other 'day a 
man died in convulsion 6 , between nine and 
ten o’clock in the morning. At six o'clock 
the previous evening he had gone to bed in 
a state of intoxication, and he was in the 
habit of getting drunk on liquor sold at an 
up-country township hotel. Yet at an in- 
quest held in regard to the manner of the 
man’s death an intelligent and discriminat- 
ing jury returned a verdict of “ Died, by the 
visitation of God, from natural causes.” In 
the face of all the feats this verdict is surely 
neither more nor less than a revolting piece 
of blasphemy. — N. 0. Times. 

Death, the great leveller, has removed 
another of Greymonth's earliest inhabitants, 
if not the earliest settler on the West Coast 
of New Zealand : we (Grey River Argus) 
allude to the venerable Maori chief Tainui, 
who died on Tuesday, 28th ult. The old 
chief was nearly 80 years of age, and may be 
regarded as the last of the purely Maori race 
on the West Coast. The old 'm.anmust have 
been a fine stalwart savage in his early days, 
and until recently he W'as hale and hearty, 
but within the last few months ho became 
stone blind. The old chief was buried in 
the Maori cave in the limestone rook, at the 
head of Mawhera Quay. The body was en- 
closed in a zino coffin with a glass face, 
through which the old warrior can be seen. 

The following instance of pluck and fore- 
thought is from the Btangahua Times of 
Wednesday : — “ An incident which, owing to 
the presence of mind and pluck of one of the 
men concerned, fortunately did not result in 
any serious consequence, occurred in the 
Energetic mine on Monday. It appears that 
the rope in the winding-shaft is out of re- 
pair rendering it dangerous to descend In the 
cage, which has been the usual custom. The 
men have therefore been ordered logo down 
to their work by means of ladders, which are’ 
erected for a distance of about 200ft in a 
small shaft used for the purpose of access to 
the lower part of the mine. As the day shift 
was going down the ladders,’ the candle, 
carried by the topmost man, Richard Charles, 
burnt his hand, and caused him to let go hia 
hold and tumble down the shaft. The next 
man, about 20ft below him, hearing the 
scramble of Charles attempting to regain his 
hold of the ladder, instantaneously mastered 
the situation, and, at immense risk to him 
self, threw his own body across the shaft in 
such a manner os to stop the further descent 
of him. Being a big and powerful man, he 
succeeded in his plucky attempt and pre- 
vented the falling man from passing him. 

■ Had not this been effected, the mishap would 
in all probability have resulted not only in 
the annihilation of Charles, but would also 
have caused the destruction of five or six 
others below him, who would not have been 
' able to withstand the force of the increased 
momentum, but would have been swept off 
the ladder and precipitated to the bottom, 
about. 180ft. Aa it was, the intrepidity of 
Hawkins saved the lot. and he escaped him- 
self, as -did Charles, with only a fen 
scratches;” ' '

THH “UNEMPLOYED." 

■ The Government are going in the right 
direotion in reducing the rate of allowance 
given to the ■“ unemployed,” 'but 'vte hope 
they will soon be able to go a step further 
and invite those gentry to eater altogether 
for themselves. Of all the numerous ills 
under which this country has sufferod of late 
years, the “ unomployed” cry has been oiie 
of the most serious. ’ Pounded nominally on 
the allegation that the Government had 
brought out a number of men to starve, it 
derived the greatest part of its strength from 
the fact that the country was infested from 
end to And by a class of “loafers." ' Directly, 
from a variety of causes. Work began to be 
scarce, the Government was at once appealed 
to, and the demand for work was accom- 
panied by the demand for high wages. We 
venture to say there is hardly another 
country in the world where' such a thing 
could happen, ' In any really industrious 
country, such as France, where it is hot 
always easy to got a living even by hard 
work, the mere fact of being unemployed 
would stamp a man as a bad character, whom 
society would have to look after in quite 
auother sense from that of maintaining him 
in idleness. In America the unemployed 
are 'very numerous and very troublesome, 
■but they certainly are not encouraged by the 
State, They are there known and treated as 
“ tramps,” and have a precious hard life of 
it. They contrive to get a subaistence oat of 
the charitable, the weak, and the timid, 
somehow or other ; but they have to mind 
what they are about in the pursuit of that 
object. If they attempted to demand any- 
thing from the public aa a right, they would 
simply be told to work or starve. . In 
countries where the struggle for existence ■ is 
even keener than in the United States, as 
for instance in China, a meeting'of unem- 
ployed would be promptly terminated by 
the decapitation of the chairman and leading 
speakers, and the unpaid employment of the 
rest on public works of a singularly laborious 
kind. Where one man's idleness means 
starvation for somebody, idleness is not re- 
garded favorably. In this curious, plentiful, 
illogical country, though, the case is qnite 
different. H ere anybody who likes may bo 
idle. Have we not seen thousands who were 
quite able to work if they chose, band them- 
selves together and say,' “ Oh, wo are un- 
employed. We don’t mean to get our own 
living. You other people must keep us as 
well as youselves. We kunw you are too 
soft to let us want. Besides, you are ■ afraid 
of us. You don’t know what we may do 
next. We can make ourselves such a nuis- 
ance that you will be glad to get rid of us on 
any terms.’' And were they not perfectly 
right 1 Of course they were. It was just 
the old story of the sturdy beggar and the 
tender-hearted old lady over again bn a large 
scale. The beggar solicited the old lady to 
give him half-a-orown, and assured her in a 
hollow voice that if she did not he would be 
obliged to do something desperate. The old 
lady, frightened out of her wits for the poor 
creature’s soul and body, hastened to hand 
over the half-crown, and then said, “But what 
would you have dune? Do tell me what you 
would have done if I had not relieved yrni ?” 
“ Why, mum,” the fellow replied, “ if the 
wust ’ad come to the wust, I 'spects I should 
have ’ad to work.” The unemployed would 
have had to work if the Government and the 
public had not come so promptly to their 
relief. As a matter of fact a great many; of 
them, after trying the “ nnemployed” dodge 
for a time, and fearing that the Government 
did not mean to give them anything, actually 
did take work at low wages, with the most 
satisfactory results. Had the low scale of 
Government wages and the piecework system 
been adopted from the first, the real idlers 
would have been choked oft, and the seeds of 
paiiperisni would have been destroyed before 
they could germinate. The ringleaders of 
of the outcry were quite well known to be 
thorough rapscallions. Many of them were 
under the eye of the police. The very way 
which they wont about their business was 
was sufficient to stamp them for what they 
were. * * * '* It is a dis- 

grace to this vigorous, wealthy young country 
that, with its soil not a tenth part tilled, and 
and its boundless resources scarcely touched, 
its people . should rush to charity soup- 
kitchens and Government aid before the 
first breath of poverty. If such a spirit had 
prevailed among the early settlers in Otago 
and Canterbury, we wonder what would have 
become of them. They would have died of 
starvation to a man, and left their splendid 
acquisition a heritage to some braver and 
truer-hearted race. It behoves the Govern- 
ment and everybody else who studies the 
beat interests of the country to do all in their 
power to prevent as far as possible a repeti- 
tion of the events of the last two winters ; 
and the first effort in that direction should 
be the termination at the earliest possible 
moment _of the present arrangements for 
maintaining the unemployed.— Daili/ Times.

Ab the provisions of the Dog Registra- 
tion Act, which comoa into force on the 
1st day of January next, differ essentially, 
from those of previous enactments, which 
are repealed by the new Act, it will serve 
a useful purpose to refer to, its more im- 
portant features. It will he perceived that 
the, .penalties are much heavier than 
hitherto, ,, and ownei-s of , dogs will con- 
sequently require the greatest vigilance in 
complying with tie requirements of the 
amerided law. Ary person keeping a dog' 
of greater age thaa six months for a fort- 
night without registration will be liable to 
a penalty; not exceeding £,5 above the fee 
payable. Registations in any part of the 
colony will be sufficient' throughout the 
whole of New Zbaland, and in a case of a 
change of own>rship of dogs all that is 
necessary is tbt ,the name of the new 
owner be inselied by the Registrar^ and 
that of the forner.one erased. , In all pro- 
ceedings unde' the Act the proof of registra- 
tion and of tie age of dog is cast upon the 
defendant, logs not registered may be 
destroyed, aid every day's neglect on the 
part of the (Wner to obey an order of the 
court that* dangerous dog be destroyed 
will renderhim liable to a penalty of 20s. 
Allowing iangei'ous dogs to be at large 
unmuxzld* subjects owners to a fine of 40s; 
and the aiimal may be destroyed by any 
officer of*be police. The provision having 
reference to being attacked by dogs, or 
horses hing frightened by such, will be 
very , wlcome to the numerous persons 
who Buffered from the dog nuisance, 
For atacking any person or frightening 
any hrse.the owner of a dog may be fined 
£5 fr every case, above the damage 
exx^ned by the dog, and any person 
may destroy the same' without being 
ans’crable for damages occasioned thereby. 
Do^ running at large amongst sheep may 
be destroyed without its being neceasary 
tqprove mischievous propensity in the 
dg. There are heavy penalties for using 
cunterfeit labels or otherwise fraudulently 
vading, the.Aot, The, penalty for using 
Counterfeit label may be as high as £20 ; 
rnd for using an obsolete label not exceed- 
ing £6, All penalties arei j;ecoverable in 
a summary manner.

"What are the facts in this case, doctor?” 
nsked-the magistrate of Dr Busby. - 

“Why,' you see," said the doctor, “Jones, 
the coroner here, yesterday discovered a 
lot oflold' bones 'in the cellar i of a stable 
which was torn down; - Being a little 
hungry for fees, he determined: tc hold an 
inquest, and he sent for me to get a pro- 
fessional opinion. They were the bones 
of a horse, but, when I got there, Jones 
had them laid out on the ground in some- 
thing like' the form of a man; and when I 
remonstrated with him, he said ’ they 
certaihly were the bones of a man, and he 
was under a solemn obligation to , hold an 
inquest."!';,.. , . , ' 

You . say," asked the justice, “that 
they did not ieMm ble the bones of a human 
being?’' '■ 

^ W^ll, ,.he -had one leg made out all 
right, ..but when 1 called . his attention to 
the fact that the bone 6f the other leg ran 
clean up through the body and stuck out 
eight, inches beyond the top of the .skull,, 
hq said the man may have been peculiar,, 
he may have been deformed. He said he 
had an aunt whose leg bone projected so 
far from her head that she had to let a hole 
in the top of her bonnet.",' 
j “ Did he produce the said. aunt.” 

“'No. And whenl showed him that the 
right arm had three- elbows, whiie the left 
contained no joint of any kind, and looked 
like the breast bone of a chicken, he said 
tljere was a man in - Peru who had eight 
elbows, and that his oath ' as coroner did 
not obligate him to accouut for all the 
phenomenal freaks of nature.” 

' “ Had the remains any other elbows 
about it anywhere?" asked the justice. 

“Not unless you count the joint in the. 
middle of the back. The coroner had the 
horse's hind leg inserted just below the 
man's shouldeis. A real man, you know, 
built in that way could knock the back of 
his head against the buttons of iiis coat- 
tails, and 1 doubt if be could keep from 
turning back somersaults most of his 
time." 

“You say the coroner was not imju'essed 
with these views?” ' , 

- “No, sir ; he allowed that the man may 
h'ave been a circus actor, and have had a 
hinge put in his back on purpose. But 
when I pointed out that tiio man had a 
row of teeth in his shinbone, and that 
some of them were as big as a walnut, and 
shofl’ed him that for a man to attempt to 
eat his meals with his shins, or for him to 



have a toothache near to his, tees; waq in 
violent antagonism to all precedent, as 
well as to the ascertained facts about 
human physiology, he said the man’s teeth 
may have been shifted by disease or some- 
thjng,. and maybe that was what killed 
him, He said his grandmother knew a 
man whose teeth slid down and began to 
grow upon his ribs, with fatal results.” 

'' " Had he his grandmother’s affidavit to 
thaj; effeet?” : 

“He neglected to produce it if he had. 
The skeleton’s left foot was composed of 
the horse’s breastbone. ' It looked as much 
like a foot as a clothes pin looks like the 
Goddness of Liberty, and as’the other foot 
was made up of about three feet of the 
animal’s spinal column, while the neck

So I replied, and then he hit 
me with the horse's fibula. I retaliated 
with the tibia, and in about two seconds 
he had heaved all the skeleton at me that 
I hadn’t heaved at him. Then he winked 
at the jury, and it suddenly brought in a 
verdict of “ death from cause or causes 
unknown,’’ and then 1 had him arrested 
for assault and battery." 

The magistrate' held the coroner in bonds 
to appear at court, and when that function- 
ai-y had given the bond, he moveed off to 
collect his fees for the inquest. 



DEATH OF TEE BEARDED LADY. 

A celebrated woman was buried at 
Liverpool, a little village on the shores of 
the Onondaga, Lake, on September 12th. 
This was none other than the famous 
bearded woman Barnuni years ago adver- 
tised as his greatest curiosity. The gi’eat 
showman placed her on exhibition at his 
museum at New York. Like all curiosi- 
ties, the time came when she was no longer 
.attractive,, and she retired, from public 
gaze, and 'not long afterwards -became a 
resident of Liverpool. She lived in that 
village up to the time of her death, which 
occurred on Friday. The maiden name 
of this woman ..w;ia Rebecca Westgate. 
She was born at Pembroke, Genaee County, 
New York, in 1824. When she was quite 
young her parents removed to Odensburg, 
where she remained till 1841.. In the 
meantime she had married a man named 
J. A. Lyon, and in this year she removed 
with him to New York, where she re- 
mained till 1868, Nothing unusual in the 
life or person of Mis Lyon had been 
observed till she had reached her forty- 
fourth year, and then a.heayy, dark beard 
suddenly began to appear, upon her face. 
Her features had nothing masculine in 
their appearance and she was' greatly 
embarrassed by the growth upon her face. 
She employed various means of removing 
the fast-growing heard, but without avail, 
and it was not long before it reached her 
waist. It was soft and silken, like, the 
hair of a child. Barnum learnt of her, and 
sought to induce her, to enter his museum, 
and become its great attraction. 'She was 
reluctant to make an engagement,' but 
the sho\vman w^s persistent, and her 
friends favored the proposition so strongly 
that she consented to do So, and for several 
months attracted crowds of people. A 
suit was instituted against Barnum for an 
alleged imposition on the public, it being 
stated . in the complaint that the woman 
was an impostor. . It was currently 
believed at the time that the, suit was 
brought at Barnum’s investigation for 
advertising purposes. After Barmim’s 
museum was consumed by fire. Mis Lyon 
became one of the attractions of Colonel 
Ward’s museum in Chicago, and was the 
wonder of that city for some time. She 
went from Chicago to a museum in Bos- 
ton, and a little later became engaged with 
Porepaugh’s circus, with which she 
travelled over the United States and 
Canada. While in Canada an order for 
her arrest was issued by a civil officer, 
who declared she was imposing upon the 
credulity of the people of that country, 
and not until a resident of the place in 
which -she was stepped forward and 
declared that she was just what she 
appeared to he was the order rescinded. 
Mrs Lyon was of a modest and retiring 
name. Her age was 56.

MISCELLANBO, US ITEMS. , 

M. Louis Fayes, a well-known Frenchman, 
left a pocket-book containing £40,000 in one 
of the Paris railway waiting-rooms. A reward 
of £1,000 produced the return of the pocket- 
book and its contents. 

The well-known 6rm of shipbuilders, 
Messrs John Elder And Co., of Glasgow, 
have just come in for a slice of good lock. 
They have recently finished the Czar’s new 
yacht, the Livadia, which is fitted up in the 
moat luxurious style, and owing to the high 
rate of speed attained by it during her official 
trials the Czar, in addition to the contract 
price, has very generously presented the 
builders with a cheque for £40,000. 

The Rev. Mr Husband, incumbent of St. 
Michael’s, Folkatone, being troubled by 
members . of . his congregation dropping 
buttons, counter sovereigns &c., into his 
offertory hags, nailed a ipiece of cArdboard 
on his church door, on which was fastened 
the articles which were .substituted, by his 
congregation for , coins of, the, realm, and 
preached a eermon on the subject flowing 
over with invective. The next Sunday 
every button and brass sovereign deposited 
in the collecting bags had a piece of black 
thread to it, ready for hanging on the door. 

While a man was delivering the beef for 
the lions and other members of the oami- 
voree of Cole’s Circus in Wellington, an 
accident was prevented only by the . ready 
activity of two of the circus riders. Tha 
lions smelt the horse and commenced roar- 
ing, wherenpon tha horse, a very powerful 
one, over 16 hands high, immediately began 
trembling all over and then to plunge very 
violently. The two men, aided by the 
driver, immediately sprang to the horse’s 
head just in time to stop the animal, now 
strongly maddened with fear, and for a few 
niinutes no one could tell whether the men 
could hold the animal or not, but at last 
they got the horse away. 

The trial of Sergeant William Marahraan, 
on charges of fraud as a marker at the 
Wimbledon competition was concluded on 
September 16th, at Gosport. The Deputy- 
Judge Advocate having summoned up the 
evidence, the court was cleared for delibera- 
tion. After an interval of 12 minutes the 
court resumed, when Major Blake announced 
that the finding of the court was a verdict of 
“Not guilty" of the charges. . Sergeant 
Marshman'ssaSh and sword were then handed 
to him, and he was ordered to return to his 
duties ' at once. There was some applause 
outside the court on the finding being made 
known. - i 

A curious story is related in the Mortlake 
Despatch, According to that- journal “a 
few years ago a man died in the neighbor- 
hood whose career had been a moat eventful 
one. , When in the old country he married 
early, ahd was soon afterwards compelled 
to leave his country for his country’s good, 
and at his country's expense. His wife re- 
mained behind until she could earn enough 
to follow and as soon as possible came to 
Victoria with the hope of meeting and re- 
joining her husband. When she arrived in 
Melbourne she heard that her husband was 
dead, "and years afterwards she married 
again. With her second husband she came 
to the neighborhood of Terang, and there, to 
her amazement, she found her first husband 
living and . well. Mutual explanations fol- 
lowed, and, finding that she had been faith- 
ful until his reported death, they all agreed 
to live together. For years these three 
persons with their children lived and loved 
ni the same house. There were no quarrels, 
and everything appeared satisfactory and she 
became the mother . of 21 children. At 
length death entered the hut, and carried off 
husband No. 1. Strange to say, they both 
lineeroly mourned his death, and now the 
surviving Couple live together in peace and 
contentment, surrounded by their happy, 
though numerous family."
